that he did. The American school- 
boy knows of the "father of his coun- 
try" as the boy who hacked down a 
cherry tree end owned up to it and 
as the man and soldier who crossed 
the ice-blocked Delaware river and 
captured Rahl's Hessians. It must 
be confessed that lo these facts the 
average man will not be able to add 
much concerning Washington. In the 
popular mind there i» aa abstract 
notion that Washington 
was the 


greatest of Americans, without much 
knowing why. Washington as a 
statesman is a subject not much trea- 
ted of in the history books American 
boys and girls study. Yet, great and 
brilliant as was Washington's mar- 
tial genius and lustrious as were his 
military achievements, his states- 
manship was really much greater. 
It was exercised throughout the war 
for independence, it was potent in 
the formative period of the republic 
and it was exercised with controlling 
force during the early years of the 
nation's existence as a nation. But 
Washington was more than execu- 
tive. 
His mind grasped the possi- 


bilities of breadth and growth of the 
nation .he had helped to make. His 
prophetic vision peered into ihe fu- 
ture and saw not only achievement 
but the safe way to it. To his coun- 
trymen he left a heritage of wisdom 
that has answered in all crises and 
that will be safe and ample in all 
national exigencies. Washington in 
detail ought to be a part of the fund 
of-knowledge of every American.
